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and  luxuries  would  increase  among  them ;  and  by  degrees  they  would 
approximate  to  the  condition  of  landowners  in  England,  who  never 
voluntarily  reduce  prices  or  r  rents.  The  observant  ’  and  intelligent 
agent,  lately  sent  by  oiir  Government  to  ascertain  the  state  of  agri¬ 
culture  in  the'  countries  l>ordering  on  the 'Baltic,  in  his  report  gives 
the  best  reasons  for  supposing  that  corn  could  not  be  brought  into 
this  country  in  large  quantities  at  much  less  than  Ui  prrtfnt  overage 
price  in  England.,  M.  SisuoNors  paper  is  ingenious  ‘and  liv^y ;  but 
unluckily,  in  regard  to  faetty  he  treads  upon  thin  air.^  * 

There  is  however  one  paragraph  in  this  article,  which  deservei  to 
be  printed  in  letters  of  gold, — it  is  so  manly,  so  iust,  and  so  seisoo- 
able.  The  landlords  in  England  have  always  endeavoured  to  protect 
their  oWn  exclusive  interests  by.  mixing  them  up ‘with  those  of  th# 
farmer,  though  no  two  classes  can  in  fact  be  more  distinct.  They 
are  fond  of  calling  themselves  and  the  farmers  together  **agTicuh> 
turists  yet  they  are  no  more*^  agriculturists — that  is,  tillers  of  land— 
than  the  fundliolders  or  the  landlords  of  houses.  It  is  the  height  of 
arrogance  and  injustice  for  t^m  to  interfere  'with  the  price  of  epra : 
their  business  is  simply  to  get  for  their  land  what  it  is  worth  whil^  for 
the  cultivators  to  pay  them but  .we  are  only  repe^ng  what  M« 
SiSMONDi  has  stated  in  so  much  better  a  manner.  Here  is  the  paa** 
sage,  which  seems  to  us  complete  and  unaoswermhle ;  .  . « , 

**  To  ruin  the  English  landowners  would  be  a  great  eyil^  no  doublf: 
but  it  would  be  no  injustice.  The  landowners  are  only:  entitlsd 
receive,  for  the  use  of  the  soil,  a  compensation  equivaleni  to  the  servic^ 
they  render  to  society  dn  lending  their  land  for  cultivition'.  If  thia 
service  be  of  no  value, .they  have  nothing  to  exp^t.  To*  vonen  ueow 
OTHBaS  A  SBRVICB  WHICH  IS  NOT'W'AVTBD.  AND  THBN  TO  aXACT  TflClU

Society  will  doubtless  be  seriously  impoverished,  if  the  owneni'of  tho.

people's  incomes  be  taken  from  them, 'to  till  the  pooketpof  the  lanilLords.'^

CASE  OF  JOHN  TAFT.  ,  '  .  . 

*Mt  will  be  recollected  by  most  of  our  readers,  that  at  the  adjourned 
Middlesex  Sessions  last  week,  John  Taft  was  convicted  of  an  ohtrageouB* 
assault  on  Charlnite  Gunnell,  by  throwing  her  over  Cowley*bridge  iotw' 
the  river.  The  contradictory  statements  made  by  the  prosecuirjx  having' 
aitracicd  the  notice  of  many  of  the  respectable  inhabitants  of  UxbVidgB' 
and  the  neighbourhmid,  they  determined  to  institute  a  mindte  inquiry  lato' 
the  circumstances.  The  result  of  that  enquiry  it,  that  tHa  oiluds  of  thu' 
individuals  are  completely  satisfied  that  the  man  i's  entirely  inooeent  of 
the  charge  of  which  he  has  been  pronounced  guilty  by  the' verdict  of  th# 
Jury.  A  petition  will  he  foithwith  presented,  on  the  poor  man's  behalf^ 
to  the  Right  Hon  tha  Secretary  of  Slate  for  the  Home  Departnsen^ 
accompanied  by  affidavits-"— Timei.  , 

It  gives  us  great  satisfaction  to  learn  that  these  steps  have^  been 
taken,  as  we  strongly  persuaded  of  the  innocence  of  the  con  victed, 
man  ;  indeed  we  cannot  understand  how  any  one  can  read  the  evi«. 
dence  of  the  contradictory  statements  of  the  prosecutrix  without 
coming  to  the  same  conclusion,  unless  we  suppose  his  judgment  t# 
be  strangely  perplexed  by  the  charge  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Middle-* 
sex  Sessions.  There  is  no  personage  on  the  Bench  who  preserves  so,^ 
curious  a  consistency  of  character  as  Mr  Const.  His  views  end' 
judgments  always  surprise.  He  would  seem  to  have  a  kind  of  left*  ' 
handed  mind,  and  to  take  up  no  matter  like  the  rest  of  the  world* 
In  the  case  of  Taft,  however  we  consider  the  affair,  we  roust  roervid 
at  the  judgment  of  Mr  Const.  If  he  s<ippoted  Taft  to  be  guilty,  aiid 
his  charge  was  to  that  effect,  he  must  have  believed  him  a  murdertr  * 
in  intention,  and  consequently  deserving  of  the  heaviest  paoishinent 
Whieh  could  be  awarded  to  the  offence  of  which  he  was  ooavicted.  IT 
Taft  was  guilty  of  the  assault  at  all,  it  was  an  assault  with  an  ialeat 
to  murder,  and  therefore  Uie  most  atrocious  that  can  be  conceived. 
But  what  is  the  s^entence  which  Mr  Const  passed  upeo  thf  mao 
whom  he  roust  have  supposed  so  criminal  7  A  sentence  of  one  ye^a 
imprisonment,  which,  according  to  our  scale^  of  punishmeots,  if  o . 
mere  trifle.  Half  that  period  of  impnsonrotot  b  iaflicted  for  knock¬ 
ing  t  hire  OB  the  bead,  or  takioe  a  pheasant’s  egg,  and  a  quarter  of 
it  b  puouhment  for  babea  ana  sucklingi,  for  etealinf  a  haodfol  of 
mdas.  The  observation  which  Mr  Const  mi^  when  passtog  aeo** 
tence  was  extraordinary,  and  seemed  to  us  to  indicate  a  stimngt  eeo* 
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SisNONDi  on  the  Corn  Laws,' which  represents  this  country  in  a 
^l^sed  predicament,  reduced  to  the  alternative,  of  either  destroying 
Mficulture  altogether  by  the  abolition  of  ,the  Com  Laws,  or  of 
miviog  the  manufactures  and  ruining  our  foreign  commerce  by  their 
continuance.  M.  Sismomdi  does  not  presume** to  advise,  in.  this 
dificult  case,  which  course  we' should  adopt;  but  looks  forward  to 
Ibe  *^new  lights”  to  be  thrown  on  the  subject  in  the  approaching 
Msion  of  Parliament.  ’  God  help  us  then,  if  such'  is  our  only 
dependence!  ' 

M.  SisMONDi  argues,  that  were  there  no  restriction  on  the  impor- 
tslioo  of  corn,  enough  would  be  imported  for 'the  wAole  consu/nption 
of  the  kingdom.,  at  a  less  price  than  the  English  farmer  could  raise  it 
It  borne  under  any  circumstances.  He  says,  that  in' the  discussion^ 
of  this  question,  the  nature  of  agriculture  in  Poland  and  elsewhere 
kas  been  overlooked. 

**  The  landed  estates  in  all  the  immense  countries  cultivated  by 
compulsory  labour,  which  include'  the  most  fertile  provinces  of 


Southern  Russia,  and  many  other  uncivilized  regions,  are  divided 
ioto  two  parts — one  for  the  serfs,  the  other  for  the  lord. 

“The  portion  allotted  to  the  serfs  maintains  the  population ;  but  the 
whole  produce  of  the  share  retained  by  the  owner  of  the  land  is 
nported.  It  is  this  produce  which  now  inundates  the  markets  of 
Europe,  and  which  may  be  sold  at  any  price;  for  the  corn  of  Poland  and 
the  Ukraine  costs  those  who  send  it  to  market,  nothing.  *  *  •  The 
i^prietors’.half  (of  the  land  so  divided)  which  is  equal  in  extent  to 
France  and  England  together,  and  which  is'more  fertile  in  corn  than 
both,  is  wholly  cultivated  by  the  serfs  at  their'own  expense,  while  the 
p^uce  is  sold  by  their  lords,  who  have  no  expenses  to  reimburse 
Doubtless  the  landlord  suffers  when  the  com  sells  at  a  low  price, 
for  his  income  'diminishes;  but  then  his  income  is  altogether 
gratuitnus.  It  has  cost  him  no  outlay  either  of  capital  or  of  labour. 
However  low  it  ro|y  fall,  it  b  still  his  interest  that  his  serfs  shall 
produce  com,  for  in  that  way  be  obtains  something;  and  if  he  did 
oot  make  them  work,  he  would  get  nothing.  On  th#  contrary,  a  low 
price  induces  him  to  cultivate  a  further  extent  of  land,’ in  onier  that 
be  may  obtain  by  tl)e  sale  of  a  greater  number  of  measures  the  same 
incorac  which  he  formerly  derived  from  a  less." 

This  is  somewhat  startling; — but  is  it  correct?  We  think  not. 
M.  SisMONDi  would  convince  us  that  a  barbarous  mode  of  tilling  the 
1^  is  more  profitable  than  a  scientific  one ;  but  reason  and  expe¬ 
rience  e<|ually  refute  him.  The  Polish  landlord  does  not  raise  his 
corn  for  nothing.  He  gives  half  his  land  to  the  cultivator,  to  till  the 
*hole;  which  is  the  same  thing  as  if  he  took  the  whole  produce  of 
^  land,  and  paid  the  cultivator  with  half  its  market  price.  Again, 
the  Polish  landlord  cannot  avoid  other  expenses  besides  those  of 
Bere  tillage.  He  must  employ  persons  to  direct  the  tillage  in  place 
of  our /ormers ;  he  has  the  expense  of  carrying  it  to  a  distant  market ; 
bo  has  to  pay  merchants  or  factors  who  effect  the  sale  ;  he  has  some 
tares  to  pay;  and  lastly,  being  a  member  of  the  Aristocracy,  he  has 
geomlly  a  heavy  establishment  of  kindred  or  dependents  to  support, 
"ut—lo  cut  the  matter  short — the  com  of  Poland  and  the  Ukraine  is 
"dirt  cheap"  at  M.  Sismondi  fancies;  and  in  the  latter  part 
of  liU  article  he  overthrows  the  basis  of  his  whole  theoiy.  Germany, 
ffaly,  and  France,  be  repixrks,  are  nearer  to  thq  countries  where  corn 
■  raised  by  serfs,  than  England  ;  but  in  those  three  kingdoms  four- 
“jEa  of  the  population  eat  the  com  gprown  by  themselves,  and  not 
Joore  one-fifth  of  the  produce  comes  to  market.  But  what  tbenJl* 
now  could  this  one-fifth — how  could  a  tenth,  or  even  a  fiftieth  par4 ,

I  toe,  like 
him,  and  hundreds  of  others  no  doubt,  have  observed  with  feelings  of 
indignation  the  cold  indifference  which  ia  diaplayed  to  the  wants  oT  the 
poor,  not  merely  bv  reducing  them  Co  the  neceaaitv  of  drinking  out  of 
their  hands,  when  thirsty  from  hard  labour,  but  in  aoaolutely  depriving 
them  of  a  supply  of  this  indiapenaable  and  wholeaomt  beverage.  But, 
unlike  him,  I  do  not  attribute  these  changes  to  the  love  of  symmetry  and 
the  embellishment  of  our  streets.  What  doea  a  thich-headad  and  mer¬ 
cenary  churchwarden  know  of,  or  care  for,  symmetry  )  1  fear  the  con¬ 

duct  pf  auoh  directors  of  the  concerns  of  panahea  may  be  traced  to  dis¬ 
reputable  and  base  motivea.  Lat  any  person,  who  reoollecia  the  num¬ 
ber  of  pumps  which  once  met  hia  eye  la  almost  every  direcUon,  and  who 
has  watched  how,  from  time  to  time,  one  has  disappeared  and  then  ano¬ 
ther,  until  at  last  not  enough  remain  for  the  use  ol  tha  inhabitants, — let 
such  a  one  say,  if  it  is  not  evident  that  there  has  been  some  systematio 
plan  pursued  for  removing  them,  and  that,  beyond  a  doubt,  publicana 
and  vendors  of  apirila  have  used  all  the  influence  they  poaaaaaed  to  fer-* 
ward  it  ? 

It  is  only  last  week  that  the  very  useful  pump,  which  etood  by  tha 
dead  wall  near  the  north  entrance  of  Burlingtoo  Arcade,  waa  takea 
away  {  and,  in  its  stead,  another  of  cast  iron  has  been  creot^  (not  ooly 
without  a  ladle, but)  with  a  spout  so  high,  that  a  well«f  rown  boy  or  girl 
oflO  yeara  old— and  children  of  that  aga  aro  more  often  sent  to  fetch  water 
than  others— would  in  vain  attempt  to  put  hia  pitcher  up  to  it|  for  he 
could  not  reach  80  high.  Aa  for  beauty,  tha  oyhndrioal  iorro,  which  il 
has  now,  is  aa  much  inferior  to  the  shape  of  the  old  ooe,  ea  the  oast  irom 
pipe  at  the  end  of  the  beain  in  the  Green  Park  ie  to  the  Fumiain  <ji  tks 
InnocenU  at  Paris.  No  shape  appears,  to  ny  poor  judgmeet,  beiw

always  impure.  Yet,  along  the  main  roads  which  intersect  Lamfcteth, 
there  are  pumps  at  short  distances,  sunk  in  wells,  intended,  it  seems,  for 
watering  the  roads  only,  and  therefore  with  handles  locked  up.

•cquired  by  auperior  knowledge ,  the  man  might  have  common 
but  as  to  erudition  or  displayed  power  as  an  orator,  let  every  Der-sT T’ 
has  seen  twenty  years  consult  their  judgment  And  pronounce 
let  them  look  back  to  the  debates  in  the  House  of  L^rds  on  the 
trial  in  1820.  That  Sir  Robert  Gifford  distinguished  himself  on  ih'* 
occasion  1  readily  grant,  but  not  for  statesman.like  ability,  not  for  loe  i 
argumentation  or  profound  theory.  As  a  minister,  he  was  scqu?nt?J 
with  technical  points  of  law  ;  and  as  a  courtier,  he  knew  how  tooles** 
his  ^vereign,  by  animadverting  on  every  tittle  of  evidence  that  ctuW 
criminate  her  Majesty,  no  matter  how  infamous  the  character  of  Her 
defamers.  But  would  his  skill  as  a  counsellor  ever  place  him  on  an 
equality  with  Brougham  or  Denman  ?  Must  not  their  superior  eloquence 
have  dazzled  and  confounded  even  (he  minions  of  despotism,  and  the 


vile  detested  panders  who  were  hired  to  pollute  the  English  atmosphere 
with  their  lies  ?  We  say  nothing  of  the  balance  of  equity  beinvon  thd 


<;are  of  the  Magistrutes  to  cause  benches  and  seats  to  be  erected  in  every 
.convenient  place,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  weary, — aye,  and  let  me 
aay  too,  of  the  idler.  For  who  can  deny,  that  many  a  reflection  useful 
to  ourselves  is  invited  by  watching  the  actions  of  those  who  pass  by  us, 
as  we  rekt  ourselves  on  a  bench  ?  How  much  such  things  are  called  for 
in  Loudon,  may  be  sufficiently  known,  by  observing  the  numbers  of 
women  with  infanta,  of  elderly  persons,  and  of  others,  who  are  found 
sitting,  at  every  hour  of  the  day,  on  the  seats  in  the  recesses  of  West¬ 
minster  bridge.  Why  might  not  stone  seats  be  placed  on  the  margin  of 
all  the  broad  pavements,  where  they  would  not  incommode  anynody, 
and  in  such  other  places  where  a  convenient  space  is  afforded  ?  Do  the 
benches,  which  are  M>me(imes  put  for  the  accommodation  of  the  servants 
of  ladies  at  the  doors  of  haberdashers*,  mercers',  and  such  like  shops, 
inconvenience  the  public  ?  Not  at  all  ;  and  had  every  block  of  .granite, 
which  ha«  been  shaped  to  build  new  churches,  been ’turned  into  a  seat, 
and  placed  adjoining  a  lamp-post,  in  ev^ry  street  that  had  room*,  I  avow, 
for  my  part  (leaving  mhers  to  think  as  they  please),  that  more  good 
would  seem  to  me  to  have, been  done,  than  by  the  erection  of  buildings 
calculated  to  increase  the  number  of  a  priesthood  already  too  many  and 
too  well  off. 

Whilst  I  am  speaking  ofthe  accommodation  which  ought  to  be  afforded 
to  pedestrians,  allow  me  to  touch,  (without  'offending  the  fastidious 
reader)  on  the  serious  inconvenience  which  arises  to  the  poor  and  mid¬ 
dling  clsst^es  from  the  want  of  proper  placet  wherein  to  turn  to  the  wall, 
and  relieve  the  pressing  necessities  of  nature,  which  cannot  be  con¬ 
trolled  without  great  danger  of  injury  to  our  bodies.  In  some  parts  of 
the  town,  >oii  may  walk  for  a  mite,  and  not  find  a  possibility  of  standing 
aside,  altliQngh  medical  men  assure  us  that  nothing  is  worse  than  a  forced 
retention  of  urine.*  Ofotir  greater  necessities  I  dare  not  speak.  Suffice 
jt  to  say,  that  Rome  had  200  public  latrina,  and  that  in  Paris  there  are 

f r'wu^e  cabinett  d'aisance,  which  obviate,  for  a  trifle,  the  inconvenience 
allude  to.  The  rich  man  finds  a  coffee-house  in  his  way,  and  a  six¬ 
pence  to  the  waiter  seta  his  bowels  right  again.  But  who  shall  tell  the 
pangs  that  a  poor  person  may  endure,  whilst  restraining  the  calls  of 
nature,  until  he  can  find  a  convenient  screen,  sufficient  to  save  him  from 
the  clauses  of  the  Vagrant  Act^  or  the  wanton  insults  of  a  gold-laced 
jack-in-oflice  ? 

But  to  return  to  pumps.  It  will  not  be  disputed,!  hope,  by  those  who 
have  given  a  thopght  to  the  subject,  that  water  is  better  as  a  beverage 
than  porter  or  spirits.  Water  is  the  true  aurum  potabile^  the  potable 
gold,  each  draught  begetting  health,  and  with  it  sobriety,  economy,  (he 
acquisition  (if  indeed  in  these  times  of  taxation  the  poor  man  can  by  any 
possibility  save)  of  a  little  property,  and  a  happy  fire-side:  the  other 
two  lead  to  confused  intellects,  incapacity  to  labour,  quarrels,  ruined 
constitutions,  disease,  poverty,  and  o  miserable  end  !  Our  moralisig  and 
statesmen  complain  of  the  vices  which  are  fostered  by  habits  of  intoxi¬ 
cation,  and  yet  they  give  no  encouragement  to  water-drinkers  and  tem¬ 
perate  potations.  Tnay  provide  easy  chsirs  iji  their  own  sumptuous 
offices — offices  built  and  furnished  out  of  the  public  money — for  (heir 
lazy  posteriors,  yet  deny  to  the  poor,  when  bearing  heavy  uurtheiis  on 
their  backs,  the  solace  even  of  a  stone  resting-place,  until  over-exertion 
reduces  them  often  to  the  situation  of  .that  O/den,  whose  distresses  could 
afford  a  subject  of  merriment  to  an  improvident,  cruel,  and  overWaring 
Senate.  M.

Praetteal  Hints  on  Light  and  Shade  in  Painting, 

Mr  JoRN  Bornct  has  followed  up  the  useful  Practical  ilints  on  Com- 
mosiikm  in  Painting,  which  he  publiehed  a  few  veara  lince.  with  mh^Iv 


Barring  any  further  Ancient  Pistol  phraseology,  we  feel  no  small  por¬ 
tion  ot  concern  for  exertions,  which,  in  regard  to  individuals  who 


have  obtained  a  respectable  portion  of  celebrity  in  the  counti7,  b  of 
very  serious  import;  for  it  b  but  too  probable,  that  a  failure  in  Lon¬ 
don  b  injurious  to  futub  admiration  out  of  it.  It  b  not  therefore 
merely  the  unattaioment  of  better,  but  the  loss  of  well  which  is  risked ; 
and  under  such  circumstances,  like  the  melancholy  Jacquu,  we  sigh 
for  the  stricken  deer.  We  noticed  the  Misses  Tree  last  week,  and 
have  only  to  add,  that  they  have  repeated  their  respective  parts 
with  an  increase  of  favour.  Our  business,  for  the  present  week,  b  to 
record  the  appearance  of  Mr  South  wbll,  of  the  I>ublin  Theatre,  on 
Tuesday  last,  in  the  character  of  Romeo.  The  person  of  this  gentle¬ 
man  is  tall  and  well  proportioned,  his  features  are  not  ambs,  but 
require  a  stronger  expression  for  the  due  marking  of  tragic  emotion. 
His  conception  of  the  character  was  that  of  a  man  of  sense  and  dis¬ 
crimination  ;  kb  love-niakiog,  in  particular,  was  very  good.  In  the 
more  impassioned  and  tragic  delineation,  he  partly  foiled  from  excess, 
which,  were  he  not  a  veteran  performer,  we  should  regard  as  no  bad 
omen;  for  although  approaching  a  little  now  and  then  too  much 
towards  King  Cambyses'  vein,  it  was  not  the  unintellectual  rant  of 
common-place  declamation,  but  just  conception  exaggeratiogly  un¬ 
folded.  We  roust  join  with  all  our  brother  buzzers  against  the  inces¬ 
sant  stamp,  and  a  certain  catch  of  the  voice,  in  the  endeavour  to  con¬ 
vey  the  extrema  of  passion  or  ofangubh.  With  something  of  calmer 
marking  in  these  and  kindred  respects,  Mr  Southwell's  pretensions 
are  highly  respectabls :  he  treads  the  stage  well,  manifests  the  ease  of 
experience,  and  altogether  exhibits  ths  general  good  sense,  which, 
while  it  effects  little  by  itself,  b  as  necessary  an  ingredient  in  the 
composition  of  hbtrionic  exceUence,  as  salt  in  the  productions  of 
cookery.  In  the  same  play,  a  Mr  Uopwood,  from,  ws  think,  Man¬ 
chester,  performed  the  part  of  Mercutio,  and  fell  short,  as  Brown,  of 
this  house,  has  done  beibre  him,  because  Nature  has  ^eu  singular  to 
him  in  the  article  of  voice.  Beowm,  witk  no  marked  defect  but  the 
voice  aforesaid,  spouted  Jderadio  like  n  man-milliner;  the  vocal 
defect  of  Mr  Hopwood  b  of  another  description,  hb  articulation 
resembling  that  ef  FABLir,  which,  however  passable  m  Roderigo, 
befits  not  the  quintessential  spirit  and  gallant  bearing  of  the  gay 
Mercutio,  Thb  was  the  more  to  be  lamented,  $#'■11  the  rest  of  Mr 
Hopwooo  did  its  part  respectably  enough.  We  know  not  whick  is 
most  unpleasant  to  an  actor,  the  mention  of  a  physical  or  of  a  roeotal 
defect.  We  know  whksh  would  hurt  ourselves  roost ;  but  with  the 
actor  it  may  be,  and  we  rather  think  that  it  is,  different,  and  for  this 
reason,  that  the  one  b  more  generally  obvious  than  the  other;  and 
after  all,  the  number  of  voices  goes  much  fortber  than  critieal  acu¬ 
men  in  the  estahlbhmcnt  of  stage  popularity.

THE  EXAMINER. 

LONDON,  October  8,  18*6. 

A  CURIOUS  and  not  unpleasant  document  has  reached  London  this 
being  no  other  than  the  speech  addressed  to  the  American 
Ingress,  assembled  at  Panama,  by  Don  Manuel  Lorenzo  de 
the  Plenipotentiary  of  Peru,  who  appears  to  have  acted 
^  rodent  on  the  occasion.  It  spiritedly  developes  the  views  and 
Si?***  are  to  actnaite  the  American  Confederacy;  and 

the  eloquence  if  gaudy  and  flighty,  in  the  Spanish  taste,  the 
^  and  substance  of  the  address  is  sound  and  sensible.  Above  all 
it  renounces  every  sort  of  approihnation  to  an  agreement  with 
p  Mother  Country  on  any  other  ground  than  that  of  complete  and 
purcha^  independence ;  and  hints,  with  no  small  significance,  to 
propriety  of  a  confederate  expedition  against  Cuba.  Thera  is 
^  Much  policy  iu  the  uitimatioo,  that  the  nations  who  acknowledge 
Atw  R^ubUcs  will,  in  their  trading  relatiows,  be  more  favour^ 
those  who  do  not.  Our  Tory  jownialista  nibble  at  the  falsa 
J|^««nce  displayed  in  this  document,  and  afibet  lo  sneer  at  the 
Dature  of  American  intentions,  in  regard  lo  their  intercourse 
of  the  world.  They  would  have  done  the  same  thing 
to  North  American  intention  about  the  year  177T  or 
t^ABd  afterwards  lauded  the  peaea  of  1783  as  the  perfection  of 
wisdom,  They  may  do  so  in  tho  piasent  iailiBOi*  Tht 


interest  of  Great  Britain  is  so  conspicuously  connected  with  the 
independence  of  the  new  world,  the  bepuzzled  scribblers  can  scarcely 
speak  out  on  the  occasion;  but  the  ^d  taste  of  preferring  North 
American  to  European  models  will  never  be  heariny  forgiven.  The 
taste  is  a  bad  one,  doubtless ;  for  thev  might  possinly  ht  indulged 
with  requests  for  new  palaces  h>r  spend thriR  Heirs  Presumptive,  and 
other  deserving  and  illustrious  personages,  at  the  very  moment  that 
their  journals  wCre  recording  instances  ^  starvation  and  the  extremity 
of  human  suffering  in  every  one  of  the  three  or  more  provinces  that 
might  compose  their  kingdom  or  empire.  Republicanism,  as  my 
Lord  Duke  says  in  the  farce,  is  d — d  low  I 

We  are  favoured  with  very  pretty  notions  now  and  then  of  the 
courteous  and  hospitable  attention  paid  to  Mr  Cannino  in  the 
French  capital ;  but  nothing  transpires  as  to  the  political  object  of 
his  mission,  beyond  a  few  surmises  as  to  the  probable  effect  af  his 
gentle  insinuations, — for  his  address  is  to  eflect  eveiything,~on  the 
subject  of  free  trade.  Some  odd  stories  have  also  ^nd  their  way 
into  the  French  papers,  on  the  subject  of  an  intention  on  the  part  of 
the  Emperor  of  Austria,  under  the  influence*  of  Prince  Mktteb- 
NicH,  to  exclude  his  eldest  son  from  the  succession,  on  the  score  of 
incapacity.  A  recent  Diet,  or  assemblage  of  German  diplomatists,  is 
said  to  have  been  occupied  iu  this  business,  and  the  result  is  reported 
to  be  a  determination  that  the  heir  has  not  reached  the  minimum  of 
intellect  compatible  with  legitimate  sway.  It  has  been  whispered 
that  Mettern  JCH  sought  the  supercession  of  this  prince  in  oonsequenoe 
of  his  known  comparative  liberality.  This  is  likely  enough ;  for  aa  to 
the  other  alleged  defect,  let  Roit  Jaiueatu  are  the  very  men  for 
Ministers  of  the  smack  and  spirit  of  Mettern ich.  As  for  the 
people' at  large,  what  is  the  murderous  ^presaion  or  stupid  imbe^ 
cility  of  their  rulers  to  them  ?  It  is  sufficient  that  they,  with  the 
Rev.  and  passive  obedient  Daniel  Wilson,  vociferate  Nero  or 
Claudius,  quand  meme! — ^The  foreign  journals  state  that  no  less  than 
25, (XK)  houses  have  been  burnt  at  Constantinople  ;  but  these  accounts 
are  deemed  exaggerated.  Some  of  the  German  Journals  assert,  that 
the  Russian  troops  will  pass  the  Pruth  if  the  demands  of  Russia  m 
regard  to  Wallackia  be  not  complied  with  immediately.  Some 
judges  assert,  that  a  longer  time  must  be  taken  in  the  present  season 
of  the  year.  There  is  erfdantly  a  storm  brewing  in  this  quarter, 
which  will  scarcely  pass  away  without  tome  collision. 

A  vague  account  has  reached  town  of  an  insurrection  in  Chili.  It 
is  attributed  to  a  party  movement  in  favour  of  O'UiooiNS. 

The  Morning  CkronkU  says,  that  on  Tuesday  last  a  gentleman 
waited  on  the  CuANCBLLoa  of  the  Ekcueoubr,  on  behalf  of  the 
manufacturers  of  Glasgow,  for  the  purpose  of  enquiring  whether  any, 
and  what  measures,  were  intended  to  be  taken  by  Government,  to 
relieve  the  distresses  of  the  manufacturing  operatives  of  the  West  of 
Scotland.  Mr  Robinson,  in  the  course  of  bis  remarks,  paid  a  high 
compliment  to  the  excellent  conduct  of  the  manufacturing  population 
of  S^tland,  in  the  midst  of  their  privations,  of  which,  he  said,  Govern¬ 
ment  were  deeply  sensible.  Certain  measures  were  in  cootempUtion 
for  their  relief ;  but  it  would  be  improper  and  pramature  to  mention 
what  those  measures  were,  as  interested  speculators  might  taka  advan¬ 
tage  of  their  publicity.  He  allowed  that  the  average  nett  amount  of 
the  duty  on  printed  gooda  waa  not  more  than  400,0004.  while 
tlie  amount  collected  waa  upwards  of  1,200.000L  But  ha  declined, 
for  the  reasons  already  mentioned,  to  atate  what  wert  has  intentloM 
regarding  this  tax.  The  tenor,  however,  of  his  obeervatione,  w» 
decidedly  encouraging  to  the  manufacturing  intereati/’

Simply  aa  ragardafloance,  a  fas 
by  which  more  than  1 ,200,0004.  are  collecfed,  arithoQt  leaving  mora  tlltn 
AOOfOOOl,  nett  profit  to  the  Treasury,  h  foolish  and  dls^ceful ;  but 
besides  this  objection,  there  is  the  greater  one,  that*  it  is  a  heavy 
impost  on  the  dress  of  the  female  poor.

in  a  very  rough  manner  ;  and  the  moment  Mr  A.  gained  hU  liberty, 
the  soldier  stnicfc  him  a  violent  blow  on  the  arm  with  his  firelock  and 
bayonet,  and  inflicted  a  very  severe  wound,  from  which  the  blood 
flowed  profusely.  The  shirt  which  Mr  A.  wore  on  the  night  in  ques¬ 
tion  was  produced,  and  was  covered  with  blood.  Mr  Ainsworth  said, 
ht  would  not  have  gone  near  the  sentry-box,  had  he  known  it  was 
wrong,  and  would  have  left  immediately,  had  he  been  civilly 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  soldier.” 

Our  Major  Sturgeon,  the  Sitting  Magistrate,  upon  this  statement, 
beld  forth  as  follows,  sagely  opining  that  his  Majesty's  soldiers  on 
'guard  are  competent  to  convict  and  to  punish  for  nuisances,  to  find  a 
verdict  of  misdemeanour  in  their  sentry-boxes,  and  to  charge — not 
the  jury  with  the  facts,  but  the  evil-doer  with  the  bayonet.  This  is 
.the  Bolton  Scions  Law. 

*  Major  Watkins  said,  he  supposed  it  was  the  duty  of  the  soldier  to 
punish  any  person  who  was  thus  committing  a  nuisance  near  to  his 
Rcntry-box,  and  he  could  not  see  that  he  had  acted  improperly.  He 
further  scipp<Med  that  the  orders  of  the  soldier  were  to  that  effect ;  and 
*Te<iuested  that  some  one  might  be  sent  for,  who  could  explain  what 
‘the  orders  of  the  sentinel  were.  A  Seijeant  of  the  regiment,  who  was 
'in  Court,  stated,  that  whenever  a  soldier  upon  guard  was  interrupted 

his  duty,  his  orders  were  to  take  any  person  committing  the  offence 
"^nto  custoiiy,  and  give  him  in  charge  to  the  Corporal  of  the  guard ; 
Twit  not  in  any  way  to  have  recourse  to  violence.  The  soldier  having 
atated  that  he  dia  not  resort  to  violence  till  he  was  struck,  the  Plain- 
tifTs  Attorney  proposed  to  call  a  witness  who  saw  the  transaction 
'from  beginning  to  end,  and  who  would  prove  the  mild  demeanour  of 
Mr  Ainsworth,  and  the  outrage  of  the  sentinel.  Major  Watkins, 
Tidwever,  peremptorily  refused  to  hear  this  or  any  other  witness.  **  I 
•had,” -said '  this  Major  Sturgeon,  “  the  honour  of  commanding  the 
Local  Militia  in  the  absence  of  my  friend  Colonel  Fletcher,  and  I 
^now  what  the  duty  of  a  soldier  is — I  dismiss  the  case.”  The  Major 
may  know’what  the  duty  of  a  soldier  is  probably  about  as  well  as  his 
great  prototype,  the  valiaqt  STtnoEOfj  did,  but  it  is  very  clear  that  he 
is  utterly  ignorant  of  what  the  duty  of  a  Magistrate  is. 

The  decision  of  Sir  Richard  Birk IE  in  the  case  of  a  soldier  to 
■which  we  have  alluded,  though  sufficiently  objectionable,  will  appear 
to  great  advantage  when  referred  to  after  this  affair.  A  sentinel 
having,  according  to  an  absurd  and  vexatious  order,  prevented  a 
labourer  from  carrying  a  small  bundle  through  the  Park,  the  man 
called  him  a  green-horn,  when  the  soldier  resented  the  affront  by 
Tunning  up  to  the  man,  and  with  the  aid  and  assistance  of  some  of 
hii  comrades,  taking  him  prisoner.  As  the  fellow  kicked  and  strug¬ 
gled  in  this  operation,  he  was  charged  with  an  assault,  and  actually 
ordered  to  find  bail  for  one  hy  Sir  Richard  Dirnie,  though  the  first 
assault  had  obviously  been  committed  hy  the  sentinel,  wtio  had  no 
authority  to  make  a  man  a  prisoner  for  calling  him  a  green-horn.

Dr  Smith's  Lictdrxs.'— We  are  glad  to  find  that  Physiology,  the  moat 
interesting  and  curious,  as  well  as  the  moat  backward  of  the  natural 
sciences,  is  likely  to  receive  some  illustration  this  winter,  at  the  hands  ef 
Dr  Southwood  Smith,  the  reputed  author  of  certain  able  papers  on  conta¬ 
gion  ill  the  JVestminMter  Rtview^  which  attracted  general  attention.

It  was  what  a  preli¬ 
minary  lecture  ought  to  be :  it  pointed  out  very  clearly  the  real  objects 
and  nature  of  the  science,  cleared  away  much  rubbish  and  prejudice  that 
had  been  mixed  up  with  it,  gave  a  luminous  idea  of  the  plan  he  intended 
to  pursue,  and,  in  effect,  raised  curiosity  and  interest  to  a  high  piteh,  and 
made  the  hearer  determine  to  come  again.— The  lecture  was  conceived  ia 
that  pure  and  elevated  tone  of  morality,  which  makes  the  youn^  heart  of 
the  ingenuous  student  secretly  swear  to  devote  its  best  energies  to  the 
disinterested  pursuit  of  science,  and  the  advancement  of  mankind  in  hap¬ 
piness  and  wisdom.  We  apprehend  that  this  is  a  strain  seldom  struck  up 
in  the  purlieus  of  either  Guy's  or  Bartholomew's  :  indeed  it  is  rare  to  find 
a  man,  who,  with  a  familiar  knowledge  of  a  scientific  subjtfct,  joins  the 
literary  acquirements  and  natural  gifts  by  which  be  is  enabled  to  commu¬ 
nicate  the  feelings  which  animate  his  own  breast.  The  Doctor  announced 
several  important  discoveries  which  have  been  made  in  physiology  of  late, 
on  the  Continent,  and  which  we  have  little  doubt  that  he  will  not  only 
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^teraiination  to  remain  neutral  between  Brazil  and  Buenos  Ayres.  Parz 
wu  raising  troops  ;  but  several  officers  had  deserted  him.

tee  TeoTh  f**  The  person  who  fills  this  trust  therefore  is  not  to  be  the 
tool  of  a  Minister;  ho  is  not  to  undertake  any  public  prosecution,  but  to 
exercise  an  independent  judgment,  under  the  guidance  of  a  right  sense 
of  what  IS  due  to  the  King,  to  the  people,  and  to  his  own  integrity.—*

TW  use  of  tba  sugar  is  to  keep  it  flexible,  so  as  to  prevent  its  scaling  off 
from  smooth  surfaces;  and  that  of  tlie  corrosive  sublimate,  independently 
of  preserving  it  from  insects,  is  an  effectual  check  against  iu  ferment- 
aUoo.  This  salt,  however, does  not  prevent  the  formation  of  mouldiness; 
bat,  as  a  drop  or  two  of  the  essential  oils  above  mentioned  (lavender, 
peppermint,  anise,  bergamot,  Ac.)  is  a  complete  security  against  this,  all 
the  causes  of  destruction  are  effectually  guarded  against.  Paste  made  in 
this  manner,  and  exposed  to  the  sir,  ones  without  change  to  a  state  re- 
serobling  horn,  so  that  it  may  at  any  time  be  wetted  again,  and  applied 
Id  use.  When  kept  ii\a  close*covered  pot,  it  may  be  preserved  in  a  state 
for  use  at  all  times.'*— JfecAcn/c*r  Register,

,  An  antiquarian  discovery  of  some  interest  has  been  made  during  the 
recent  improvements  in  the  Thames  navigation.  The  tradition  of  the

Cbild  8TtALilio.<— The  family  of  Mr  Lommety  of  UnioB  terrace, 
Eajterater,  hat  been  ihrowa  into  a  elate  of  the  atmaet  diatreae,  in  conee* 
qaeoce  of  a  6oe  child,  three  yeare  of  ago,  hafiag^  been  stolen.  Mr  Loiii> 
mas  is  in  Halyy  ns  courier  to  a  family  of  rank.  The  house  on  Union 
terrace  is  occupied  by  his  wife,  her  four  children,  an  aged  mother  and 
aister.  The  second  child,  whose  name  is  Robert^  is  a  eery  fine  boy,  but 
is  remarkable  for  a  sexuaJ  ambiguity,  and  of  whicb  examples  are  eery 
rare.  On  Wednesday  afternoon  Inal,  the  sereant  g^irl  was  walking  in  the 
Bayswaler  road  wilb  this  child,  and  amilhcr  much  younger,  when  a  mid¬ 
dle-aged  woman  of  respectable  appearance  accosted  bar,  and  asked  some 
questions  about  the  children,  of  wlmm  she  took  much  nelice,  and  finally, 
treated  them  with  seme  fruit.  At  that  time  another  female  of  much  more 
genteel  appearance  came  up,  and  appeared  quite  delighted  at  meeting 
with  the  other  woman.  The  girl  then  took  tbe  child  Robert  by  the  hand, 
and  bidding  bath  feoialea  good  erening,  waa  tnrniag  tawards  home,  when 
aoe  of  them  said,  **  Oh,  my  dear,  let  me  take  them  a  little  further  for  some 
cakes.**  Tbe  girl  refused,  obserting,  that  her  mistress  asver  allowed  her 
to  be  out  after  fife  o'clock.  The  woman  who  first  nccoKted  her,  said, 

Well,  fcry  proper  iodetd,**  and  turning  to  the  ether,  remarked,  We 
will  walk  a  short  distance  with  the  pretty  dears."  They  did  so,  and,  as 
the  child  Robert  cried  and  waa  tired,  the  girl  allowed  the  woman  to  take 
it  Hi  her  arms.  lo  this  way  they  walked  a  considerabla  distance;  hut, 
at  aa  angle  of  tbe  road,  one  of  the  women  gate  the  girl  a  tremendous 
blow  on  the  bead,  which  knocked  Iter  into  the  ditch,  nearly  stunned  her, 
aod  both  women  ran  away,  with  the  little  boy,  towards  the  Moscow  road. 
The  girl  recotered  herself  in  less  than  a  minnte,  and  her  cries  soon 
brought  some  persons  ta  her  aaaUtance,  who  followed  in  pursuit,  but 
neither  the  child  nor  tite  women  could  be  found.  A  young  man,  servant 
to  a  chceiemangex,  was  the  only  person  who  appeared  to  have  seen  the 
two  women,  and  ha  could  fnly  apeak  to  having  seen  two  femaica  and  a 
man  driving  in  a  hurried  and  rapid  manner  in  the  direction  of  the 
Uxbridge  road,  ^be  poor  girl  took  home  her  only  remaining  child,  and, 
prith  heavy  heart,  detailed  tbe  ci/cumstaooea  lo  its*  distracted  mother. 
Tbe  poor  woman  was  nearly  wild  with  agsny  and  distress,  at  the  lost  of 
the  child.  A  gentleman,  named  Brand  well,  apon  hearing  of  tbe  outrage, 
pnrsned  on  horseback,  and  look  his  route  through  the  Uxbridge  road,  bat 
tbe  aply  tidings  be  could  obtain,  were,  that  two  hackney  coaches  had 
p^ad  through  the  gates,  and  also  a  chaisa*cart,  with  only  one  mao  in  it. 
The  eate-ketper,  at  tbe  New  road  head,  says,  he  heard  a  child  crying 
bitteny  in  one  of  the  coaches,  but  of  ike  cireumstanee  he  took  no  particu¬ 
lar  notice  at  tbe  time.  The  same  cries  were  also  heard  by  different  per¬ 
sons  on  the  road.  Mrs  Lommas  is  now  confined  to  her  bed  in  consequence 
of  indisposition  occasioned  by  the  loss  of  her  child,  and  she  is  fearful  that 
U  has  b^B  murdered.  The  child  is  tall  for  its  age,  very  robust,  has  a 
dark  complexion,  round  face,  and  haxie  ayes,  and  was  dressed  in  a  blue 
aluff  frack,  trimmad  wilb  pink  braiding,  and  had  a  round  seal-skin  enp  on 
its  head. 

About  eight  o'clock  in  the  roorniog  of  Saturday  week,  tbe  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Leonard  street.  Curtain  road,  was  thrown  into  great  alarm  hy  a 
tremendous  ex plasion,  is  if  from  a  quantity  of  gun-powder,  proceeding 
from  the  bousa  of  a  man  named  Marskalt^  situate  at  92,  in  tbe  above 
street.  The  explosion  look  place  in  the  kitchen,  and  the  lower  part  of 
tbe  house  was  iostaatly  io  a  biaxe;  indeed,  to  rapid  was  the  progress  of 
lha  flames,  that  tha  inmates  with  difficulty  escaped  from  tbe  upper  part  of 
the  house.  Two  ohildreu  were  lowered  into  the  arms  of  a  milkman  named 
Lettuce,  and  a  ladder  was  procured,  by  which  tbe  mother  escaped  without 
Injury.  The  aaginea  were  soon  on  the  spot,  and  the  fire  was  prevented 
from  extruding  to  tlie  adjoining  premises.  On  entaring  the  premises 
after  the  fire  was  extinguished,  no  furniture,  except  a  few  chairs  and  a 
bedstead,  could  be  found ;  but  a  private  still  waa  discovered,  from 
wbicb  the  explosion  proceeded.  The  smell  praduced  by  the  liquor  was  so 
strong,  that  the  firemen,  at  first,  could  not  entar  tha  premises.  The  man, 
(Marshall)  escaped  from  the  back  part  of  tha  house  into  John  atrest, 
immediately  after  the  accident,  and  has  not  since  been  beard  of.
